A CHINESE NAVY 

It is announced that the Chinese are about to build a navy. Of 
course ships do not make a navy, and before China can have a navy 
that will be worth while she must have men to command it. The 
first thing that China needs is higher ideals in her public service, and 
men who love their country enough to fight and die for her. It is a 
curious thing that with as little regard for life, even their own, as 


and that they prove so insufficient in battle. They must overcome 
that tendenogy If they do secure a large navy they will be a very 
excellent counter irritant to the Japanese and will give ‘‘our little 
brown brothers’’ enough to engage their surplus energy on that 
side of the Pacific. 


There is no reason to doubt that the development of the At- 
lantic nations will develop among them in some respects exactly the 
same experiences that the white races have met with as they emerged 


from barbarism in the past centuries. That that idea is correct is 


shown by the experience which Japan is undergoing. As she 
emerges from the darkness of the past, she finds that her people 
demand that as individuals they shall share the prosperity of the 


nation and that its glories and increased prosperity shall not be 
confined to the nobility or even to the throne, consequently we 
have wages going up, heavy taxation resented, and a demand for 
better living conditions, and improvements in various directions. 
All that means that Japan will find that her internal affairs will 
engage so much of her attention that she will be interested fully 
at home, and China will find the same experience. The building of 
a navy, therefore, by China we look upon as a good sign and one 
that makes for peace rather than war. 

: Some of the well intentioned people who are always preaching 
peace, at the head of whom is the Honorable Secretary of. States 
‘e¢em to have an’idea that weakness makes, for peace. That fg one 
of the most fallacious ideas that man ever conceived and it is hard 
to understand how any person with any observation, any boy who 
ever went to school, any one who ever studied a line of history, or 
who paid the slightest attention to passing events, could have con- 

ceived such a notion. The truth is that strength makes for peace. 

Had not France had a strong army, Germany would have invaded 
the territory west of the Rhine again since 1870. Had China been 
strong she would not have been dismembered on the one hand, or 
been torn apart with internal troubles on the other. Had the Boers 
been strong the English would never have brought on the war of 
twenty years ago. If Persia or Turkey had been strong they would 
have escaped the troubles which have overwhelmed them the last 
few years. Power is the price of peace, and peace, universal peace, 

will only be accomplished when all the various nations are so nearly 
of equal strength that there will be none weak enough to tempt the 
others to invade their territory or crush out their independence. 

A strong, virile China will be a boon to the whole world, but 
especially will it be a blessing to this country, as tending to equal- 

ize the Asiatic races on the western coast of the Pacific. 


WOMAN AND CRIME. 
The News called attention the other day to the fact that no 
matter how cold-blooded a murder might be, if the killing was done 
by a woman the verdict was certain to be an acquittal. We sug- 
gested, therefore, the inquiry: Why try women for mnrder? Why 
have upon the statute books a law declaring that murder is murder 
even if the offender is a murderess insteadof a murderer, and yet 
never enforce it? 
That our view of the matter was not peculiar was brought out 
recently at the acquittal of the last murderess to be tried in this 
state, in the neighboring town of Oakland. After the prosecutor had 
made out a very clear case of murder, provided that the murdering 
had been done by a man, and had shown that the woman at the bar 
charged with killing her husband while he lay asleep had benefited 
largely by her crime, a $12,000 life insurance policy and a good 
sized estate being among the prizes she secured by her act, she was 
acquitted and the prosecuting attorney, speaking of the verdict, said: 
“Since I have been connected with the district attorney’s of- 
fice of Alameda county, fifteen years, there has been but one convic- 
tion for murder carrying capital punishment with it, and there is 
no record in that time of a woman having been convicted of murder. 
‘‘The conditions are becoming alarming. Women now have no 
regard for the law. We are reaching a position where women can 
commit murder with impunity. I am not surprised at the verdict. 
The prosecution knew it was butting up against a stone wall when it 
‘went into this case. I have the satisfaction of knowing that I put up 
the strongest case I knew how in the face of great odds. It is simply 
the same old story of sympathy always being on the side of the

The announcement in the papers a few days ago that former Sen- 
ator Camenetti had decided not to be a candidate fo Governor, but 


would remain in Washington instead, though couched in diplomatic 
language, was very significant to all who understood political con- 
ditions in this state. It is a well known fact that the senator on the 
one hand is desirous of being governor if he could secure the election, 
and it is equally certain that he could easily get the endorsement of 
his party if he wanted it. Why then is he not running? The Dem- 
ocrats want him and he wants the place, yet he gets out, when nearly 
everyone thought he was going to make the race. 

The reason is that his friends have advised him that it is impossi- 

ble for the Democrats to carry this state this Fall, and that he would 
be sacrificing his present position for nothing, if he resigned and 
came home to make the fight. To win he would have to give up the 
present place with its $5,000 a year, and he would also be forced to 
make a more or less coverted attack upon the administration, be- 
cause he was advised the Wilson administration is now so unpopular 
in California that thete is no possiblity of. a Democrat, even Camen- 
etti winning out. Camenetti was therefore advised to let his boom 
die aborning, and he has retired leaving Fred H. Hall the only candi- 
date in sight. . 
The Progressive ticket will be practically the ticket of four years 
ago except that a candidate will be named for Secretary of State 
against Frank Jordan, and Treasurer Roberts may be persuaded to 
run. He is suffering, however, severely from rheumatism and it is 
very doubtful if he will be able, even if he be willing to run. 

The Republicans will name a man from Los Angeles for Gover- 
nor probably either Joe Scott or Judge Reeves, with the odds in 
favor of the first named. If Scott is named we will have a first class 
campaign as he is a rattling campaigner and speaker. like Governor 
Johnson and things will hum from the drop of the hat. No one has 
ever been suggested for the rest of the State ticket, except that Jor- 
dan will have the nomination for Secretary of State. The present 
officials would all have a warm endorsement were it not that the Gov- 
ernor having insisted upon a third party ticket, they must choose be- 
tween running as Progressives or Republicans, and if they choose the 
former the latter will probably put up candidates against them.

A DAY OF REST LAW 


Among the topics upon which the voters of California are to be 
asked to pass at the next election will be in all probability ‘‘A Day of 
Rest Law.’’ While the word Sunday does not and will not occur in 
the act under the referendum, yet of course the day of rest will be 
Sunday. 

The proposed law exempts all necessary work on that day from 
the provision of the day of rest, and includes sports, ice cream parlors 
public utilities, and labor for the saving of life and property among 
the exempted occupations. There is virtually now a day of rest law 
upon the statute books. The woman laborer is not allowed to work 
but six days a week, and in any other occupations trade or union 
rules allow the members to labor only six days a week, but the day 
of rest would have this effect—it would not give those people just 
referred to another day of rest, but it would prescribe which day 
the day of rest shall be in the week. As we have said the majority 
of people already favor Sunday so that would undoubtedly become 
the day of rest of a uniform law if the subject were passed. 

The day of rest would require saloons, stores, and all occupa- 
tions, except those enumerated, to be- closed and their employees 
allowed to take a day off. -It would make the day prescribed a uni- 
versal holiday, and only the transportation companies ‘would be 
permitted to do business. Apparently it would effect the news- 
papers also, doing away with the Monday edition because that is the 
day upon which the Sunday news is published, and if it could not be 
collected on Sunday it could not be published on Monday.
